Dear Governor Northam:

Thank you for providing Richmond with the data on percent positivity. As you can see in the
attached graph, provided by your office, Richmond’s percent positivity has increased over the
past two weeks, rather than decreased. Combined with the total case count growth in the city of
Richmond, this data suggests that the prudent course of action would be to delay the
implementation of Phase One reopening.

I would like to formally request that the City of Richmond be granted this exemption from Phase
One for at least two weeks, consistent with the request from Northern Virginia and Accomack,
and that we work collaboratively to monitor the situation over these next two weeks to ensure we
can keep our residents and businesses informed on the status of total cases and percent positivity
in the City Richmond. This data-driven approach, rooted in epidemiological metrics for assessing
public health in our community, will give our citizens greater confidence in knowing that when
we enter Phase One reopening of the city, we can do so safely.
